The anniversary of this noble society passed off 
this year with unusual eclat. The opening of th 
Bible House was an epoch in its history. The 
services were marked and peculiar. An interest- 
ing and truly excellent sermon, in commemora- 
tion of the event, was preached by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury on Monday, May 34d, at St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, and devotional services were held in 
the large hall of the Bible House on Tuesday, at 
which appropriate and able addresses were made. 
A public dinner was given by the lord mayor of 
London to the officers, prominent members, and 
patrons of the society, where, likewise, severa’ 
addresgcs were delivered. : 
The anniversary proper was held in Exeter Hall, 
on Wednesday at 10 o’clock. The attendance, as 
usual, was very large. The president of the soci- 


_ ety, the Earl of Shaftesbury, was in the chair, and 
on the platform was a goodly array of distin- 


guished gentlemen and friends of the society. 


S _ Among them were the Archbishop of York, Bishop 


Smith, vice president, and many others. We are 
ratified to recognise Rev. Dr. Schaff, of New York, 
who appeared as the delegate of our own Society. 
We regret that neither the Rey. Dr. Vermilye nor

and the expenditures, including those on the new 
premises, were £187,537 2s.

The issues, at home and abroad, were 
2,140,620 copies, of which 1,011,002 were in for- 
eign lands. The total issues of the society now 
amount to 57,210,485 copies.

Muirhead, mis- 
sionary to China, the Rev. Dr. Wilkinson, of Bir- 
mingham, and others. Some of these addresses 
we may find room for hereafter. At present we 
can only introduce the address of the; Rev. Dr. 
Schaff, delegate from the American Bible Society : 

My Lorp, Lapigs AND GENTLEMEN :—I hail from 
the Bible House in New York—one of the grand- 
est and most imposing structures in the metropolis 
of the United States, and one chtbha>chlest mon- 
uments to American Christianity, where, day by 
day, between three and four thousand copies of 
the Holy Scriptures are manufactured and distrib- 
uted throughout the world. And in bringing be- 
fore you the greeting of the American friends of 
the Bible, who are at the same time the best friends 
of all that is great, and good, and noble in Eng- 
land, and who are daily praying for the prosperity 
of British Christianity throughout the world, I 
cannot do better than introduce my speech by pre- 
senting to you a brief summary of the doings of 
the American Bible Society during the year which 
closed on the 31st of March, 1869. First, as regards” 
the home field. The receipts from all sources, dur- 
ing the past year, amounted to $731,734. There 
were issued during the year from the Bible House 
1,061,855 copies. The number of agents now in 


nised during the year was eighty-seven, and 


ng 4 | total number of auxiliaries is 2,119. The total num- 


ber of volumes issued by the Society since its forma- _ 
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service is forty. The number of auxiliaries < 5 PhS! 
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was established, is 25,200,000. The sum total of 
the receipts from the beginning is $12,623,884. 
The chief interest of the work at home, during 
the past year, has centered in the resupply of the 
whole country with the Bible, which has been in 
progress for three years past, Increased attention 
has been given to the supply of the freedmen 
through every channel that has been opened for 
distribution. They are rapidly learning to read, 
and the demand for the Bible grows with their 
ability to use it. The work of this Society in the 
South has been reorganized upon a permanent 
basis in every State, and our agents, in that whole 
region, uniformly report the most favourable recep- 
tion among the people for themselves, and for the 
Society which they represent. The churches and 
auxiliaries in the North have nobly sustained the 
Society in its efforts to reoccupy and resupply the 
South with the word of God, and the effect of this 
liberality has been seen in the “peace and good- 
will” in which it originated, and of which the 
Bible is the sure herald. As regards the foreign 
work, it is the practice of the American Bible 
Society to grant funds to the missionary societies 
of the several co-operating churches for Bible work 
in their several fields. Besides this, there are three 
agents employed by the Society in foreign coun- 
tries, who deyote their whole time to the work. 
There are about sixty colporteurs engaged in dis- 
tributing the Scriptures abroad, employed partly 
by the agents, partly under authority from the 
Society by the missionaries. During the past year, 
261,982 copies of the Scriptures, in whole or in 
portions, have been printed abroad; 15,510 copies 
have been purchased with funds from us for dis- 
tribution by missionaries, agents, or colporteurs 
labouring in behalf of this Society, while 326,920 
copies have been distributed. Of the latter, some 
were sent from New York. The American Bible 
Society prints the Scriptures, at home and abroad, 
in over fifty different languages, about twenty-seven 
of them being languages in which the Scriptures 
had not been printed before, and most of which 
had not previously been reduced to written form. 
Among the most important works of the American 
Bible Society we may mention the Arabic Bible in 
four editions, the Slavic and Bulgarian Testament, 
and the Hawaiian family Bible. The following 
books have also been printed, or are still in prog- 
ress: The Choctaw Testament and Pentateuch; 
the Dakota Testament, Psalms, Proverbs, and most 
of the Pentateuch ; portions in the Creek language; 
the Grebo, the Mpongwe, and the Zulu. In these 
last five several books have been printed, and oth- 
ers will soon follow. The same may be said of sey- 
eral of the languages of the Micronesian Islands, 
We have printed, also in progress, in several of 
the languages or dialects in China and in India, 
In the Bible House twenty-two power presses are 
at work; and we make our own electro-plates for 
printing the Scriptures, and we print and bind 
our own books, all in the Bible House. We make 
from 3,000 to 4,000 books per diem. Having, my 
friends, now disposed of the statistics of the Soci- 
ty which I represent on this occasion, I now greet 

ou most heartily in the name of. the American 
ends of the Bible, I have presented this brief 
extract of facts, not only with profound gratitude 
to God for the inspiration of all holy thoughts and 


feelings, but also with gratitude to the British 
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and Foreign Bible Society, which has set us such 
a noble example for our imitation. The full extent 
of the usefulness of the society cannot be measured 
simply by what is done directly in the diffusion of 
the word of God. It must also be measured by 
its indirect labours in giving birth to a large num- 
ber of societies all over the Protestant world, who 
co-operate with you, heart and hand, in giving the 
pure word of God to millions of the human race. 
I believe that our English Bible is the strong 
bond of union which holds together the different 
branches of the great Anglo-Saxon race, to whom 
are mainly entrusted the diffusion of future Chris- 
tianity. Our common Protestant religion is our 
daily food, both in America and in England, 
From it we are taught, from Sabbath to Sabbath, 
our duty towards God, and to ourselves, and to 
our fellow men, This Bible constitutes a stronger 
bond of union between the United States and 
Great Britain than even our common language 
and our common literature. Much more than the 
settlement of the Alabama question, however sat- 
isfactory that may be, or any other passing polit- 
ical difficulty, because it is a divine bond. The 
Bible is, above all, the best means of preventing 
international wars. The Bible is the true settler 
of all international disputes. The Bible unites 
us under.the most holy ties; it unites us to our 
one common Saviour. In the same proportion in 
which we are impregnated by Bible spirit, we feel 
that we are brethren to each other, and are lifted 
far above the distinctions and rivalries of nation- 
alities and of races. So far as we are one with 
Christ, we are one with one another; and what is 
the Bible but the great embodiment of the spirit 
of Christianity? -What is Christ but the central 
light and life of the Bible from beginning to end ? 
I believe in a supremacy, not of the Church, for 
that would be ecclesiolatry ; not of the supremacy 
of the Bible as a mere bound volume, because that 
would be bib:iolatry, and only one remoye from 
idolatry ; but I believe in the absolute supremacy 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, who is the head of the 
Church, who is the body of the Church, who is all 
in all, and who is the light and life of the Bible. 
Read the Bible without Christ, and-you will read 
it in vain. It may become to you even as a cipher. 
The papist reads the Vulgate in one way, and the 
ritualist reads the Bible in another. Not that I 
think there is much difference between the papist 
and the ritualist; the only thing is, that the rit- 
ualist is the papist with the exception of the p. 
Without Christ, the Bible is a sealed book; with 
Christ, it is the light and life, and salvation from 
beginning to end. Christ Jesus is the beginning, 
the middle, and the end of the Bible. He is the 
first subject of the first promise of the serpent 
bruiser that should destroy the consequences. of 
evil. Abraham and Jacob longed to see the day 
of Christ, and they rejoiced when they saw it. The 
law of Moses is a very small matter to lead a man 
to Christ; but the whole of the Old Testament 
history, from Genesis to Malachi, is the yoice of 
one crying in the wilderness, ‘“‘ Prepare ye the w 
of the Lord.” The Bible preceded th 
of the law in the same way that John the 
preceded the coming of ped as the dawn of

He 
pointed to the Lamb ‘of God which taketh aw ay 
the sin of the world; and when Christ appeared, 
the Old Testament was the one great unbroken 
voice which from the beginning of the world pre- 
ceded his coming. What was the New Testament 
but Christ Jesus from the beginning to the end ? 
In the Gospel, He is born flesh of our flesh, and 
bone of our bone; He rises up before our eyes like 
a man, yet was He without sin; He performed 
miracles of power and merty ; He spread abroad 
the word of life eyerlasting—Heaven’s panacea 
for the sins of the world; He rises a conqueror 
from the powers of darkness; and He ascends to 
heaven and founds an everlasting kingdom, co- 
extensive with the human race—as long as eter- 
nity itself. From thence He sends us, through 
the Epistles, the Holy Spirit and Comforter. He 
* rules and reigns, and sends his Comforter to the 
Church, in order that, to the end of time, mankind 
may, through the means of his blessed law, be 
impregnated with new life. The Bible is the let- 
ter and spirit of the mystery of godliness—God 
manifest in the flesh for the salvation of the world. 
If you read it in that light, it is divine; but, at 
the same time, it is also human, just as Christ 
was—man and God in body, soul, and spirit. But 
the Saviour, while man, was at the same time the 
eternal Son of God; as He was the Son of man, 
so is the Bible the reflection of the divine glory. 
He is the reflection of the individual feelings of 
the faithful, and of the truth which shines through 
the vile human leper. The Bible is the reflection 
of the Divine, human Christ; it is the reflection of 
our glorious Saviour. No mere human book can 
enlighten or reform our spirit like the Bible. In 
giving the word of God to-the world, we give to 
it the Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, who is our 
only hope and salvation. Christ and the Bible, 
Christ the light and life of the Bible, Christ the 
sum and substance of the Bible—that is what we 
are commending to the millions of the human race; 
and what God has joined together, let no man 
put asunder. I believe this Bible work has only 
commenced, It is going on from age to age, ever 
deepening, ever widening, ever increasing in pow- 
er. Iam far from believing that the work of your 
noble society, or that of which I have the honour 
to be the representative, is half done. My Lord 
Bishop, when your most brilliant historian, Lord 
Macaulay, uttered the prophecy that the New 
Zealander would stand on a broken shaft of Lon- 
don bridge, and sketch the ruins of St. Paul’s, I 
think he was more elegant than true; with all 
deference to his sagacity Isayso. But supposing 
the prophecy should ever be fulfilled, then will the 
New Zealander be flesh of your flesh and bone of 
your bone; he will speak the language of Shak- 
speare and Milton, and will profess the religion of 
your Bible, which’ you will have given to his sav- 
age ancestors to raise them from barbarism and 
heathenism to Christ and civilization. But I 
believe that hen will never be fulfilled. I 
believe England—Sabbath-loving, Bible-loving, 
Christianity-spreading England—will live beyond 
that time so eloquently iprophicaied by Macaulay.

DENMARK.—We have received another letter 
from Rey. Mr. Ryding, of Copenhagen, like his 
others, full of grateful sckniow ledgments for former 
grants from this Society, and giving several in- 
stances of the good effects of the books we have 
sent him, Even in his “cold North,” as he terms 
it, there are warm hearts, and the Inspired Vol- 
ume does its work there as elsewhere. We refer 
the reader to the letter. 

Spar.—Our readers will learn, with great pleas- 
ure, that Mr. Hall has succeeded at last in securing 
ingress for our books into the ports of Spain. It 
is also gratifying that it is done regularly, without 
any evasion of law. It is a great triumph of 
Christian liberty, and we trust it is the harbinger 
of a brighter day to that country. We refer to 
Mr. Hall’s letter in another place. 

Turxkey.—Accounts from Mr. Bliss continue to 
show good progress of the work in the Levant. 
The Rey. W. W. Livingston has laboured with 
great success in distributing the word in and 
around Sivas, and has had supervision of the col- 
porteurs in that region. A letter also forwarded 
by Mr. Bliss, from the Rev. Mr. Trowbridge, 
further illustrates the power, as well as the need, 
of the Bible in those lands, and affords encourage- 
ment, as well as stimulus, to proceed vigorously 
in our work. 

Haytr.—We have received a letter from Rev 
W. L. Judd, at Port au Prince, acknowledging, 
with gratitude, the reception of some books 
granted by this Society. They had been received 
too recently to allow of general distribution, much 
less to test the effects. Yet the letter of Mr. Judd 
is on several accounts interesting, and we insert — 
it in another place. 

Curma.—By a letter, recently received from the 
Rev. Mr. Blodget, we learn that the friends of the 
Bible in China are awake to the importance of the 
work, and labouring successfully in its prosecu- 
tion. We insert the letter elsewhere. It is in- 
teresting and suggestive. To learn that women 
not only read the Bible, but read it aloud to men, 
explaining and enforcing it, is unexpected. Cer- 
tainly this is a hopeful sign. If woman in China 
is elevated to her proper dignity, and treated with 


/the respect that the Bible inculcates, it will do 


much towards social melioration, and towards 
the Christian education of childretiy * The o prey 
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ress of the translation into the Mandarin collo- 
quial, the most extensively spoken dialect in 
China, is also gratifying. 

Merxtco.—We learn from Mr. Westrup that the 
good work still goes forward in his field. He has 
been, we are sorry to learn, somewhat hindered 
by the non-arrival of books sent him, as he had at 
the time of writing a very limited supply. He 
was about sending a colporteur to Matamoras. 
Colporteur Uranga was still in Chihuahua, Se- 
pilveda in Durango, Diaz and Westrup in Mon- 
terey. Mr. Westrup himself had visited Monte- 
morelos and Los Ebanos since his return from the 
interior. 

Traty.—More than a year ago a grant of funds 
was made to the Rey. Mr. Clark, of Milan, for the 
use of the people in the valleys of the Engadina. 
The design was to assist them in the publication 
of the Scriptures, so that they might be able to 
sell them at a price that would bring them within 
the reach of the poor people for whom they were 
intended. We have received an acceptable letter 
from Mr. Clark, showing how the money was re- 
ceived and applied. It should be remembered 
that while the results of this grant do not add to 
the number of volumes actually distributed’ by us 
during the year, still they have promoted the 
great object of the Society, in yielding means for 
putting the poor in possession of the word of 
God. We insert Mr. Clark’s letter elsewhere.

TURKEY, 
LETTER FROM THE AGENT IN THE LEVANT. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, March 26th, 1869. 
(CONCLUDED.) 

The next day Bedros went to a Koordish village, 
Aylavoo, with fifteen Christian houses. A crowd 
of Koordish boys surrounded him and wanted to 
know if he had any Turkish books. He found 
that they could all read very fluently—a remark- 
able thing for that district. He had not expected 
any demand for Turkish books, and so he had with 
him only a copy each of Matthew and of John in 
that language. When he told the price, several 
boys ran home for the money, and on their return 
they quarrelled to see who should have those two 
books. He regretted very much that he had not 
a larger supply. He went to a Christian house to 
spend the night. After the people of the house 
fairly understood who he was they were much op- 
posed. Just then a priest from another village 
came to the same house. When the man of the 


tion, and finally left. The man of the house was 
so much pleased with the Bible in the modern 
tongue that he decided to buy one, with the money 
of the church, for use in the church. As they 
went to get the money they met the priest, who 
objected to putting the Bible in the church, so it 
was not sold. At the time of evening prayers, 
Bedros went to the church and found the priest 
there. After the ordinary service the priest said 
he wished to preach tothem. He took for his text 
Psalm xvii. 6: “Incline thine ear unto me, and 
hear my speech,” As the word “incline” in this 
passage is the same in Armenian as “to humble,” 
the priest, without looking at the meaning of the 
passage, took for his subject “Humility.” He 
said, “ David was a king, and yet how humble,” 
etc. He then said, that he had served them for 
sixteen years as priest, and yet some of the people 
wished to turn him off and get a priest from an- 
other village. This raised something of a tumult 
in the congregation, the people telling the priest, 
if he wished to preach, to do so, but to stick to 
his subject of humility. Bedros then arose, and, 
in his quiet, conciliatory. way, said he would like 
to speak a word in behalf of the priest, which he 
did, touching upon the ingratitude of turning him 
away after so long a service; and then said, as the 
priest had spoken of humility, he would like to 


duced Christ as the most conspicuous example of 
humility, telling why he came to the world. For 
an hour he unfolded to them, amid the most fixed 
attention, the plan of salvation. The second day 
after this, he went to the church in the village 
where he was spending the night, and preached 
to the people three fourths of an hour from the 
third of John. The people were greatly pleased ; 
they said they never had heard such preaching 
before; it was an era in their village. A large 
number came to his lodging place in the evening, 
and with them he read and prayed until a late 
hour. After this, in one or two villages, Bedros 
was driven away, after they had received him for 
the night, because they would not tolerate a Prot- 
estant. In the village of Yegh he spent four days. 
This is one of the chief villages in that district. 
He had been there before, and the people~knew 
him somewhat. Christians and Koords are all 
alike—robbery and murder are of little account. 
A few years ago, the chief man of the village, an 
Armenian, took a fancy to the wife of another 
man. As his own wife was living, he felt that it 
would be unchristian to marry the other woman. 
Therefore, as Bedros was told, ‘in order not to 
do dishonour to his Christianity by marrying a 
second wife under the circumstances, he hired a 
Koord to kill his own wife and the husband of 
the other woman.” The whole affair was well 
known, and yet no steps were taken to bring him 
to justice, The man is dead now, but the people 
all speak of him as “a good man!” _ Another Ar- 
menian came to Bedros, and asked him whether 
it is a sin tocommit murder. Bedros a 
him for asking such a question. The man then 
said, “ Would it be asin to kill a bad person ?” 
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add something on that subject. He then intro-- 
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then incur the guilt of murder instead of one. 
He afterwards learned that this man was seeking 
some justification for executing his design of kill- 
ing his own stepmother, with whom he does not 
live pleasantly. A Koord also came and asked 
substantially the same questions; but he affirmed 
that it was a work of merit to kill a bad man, and 
proved it by a reported case in which a man had 
committed thirty-nine murders, all of which were 
atoned for, and the forgiveness miraculously at- 
tested to, by the killing of a man who had shown 
himself perverse. These illustrations will help to 
show the degradation of the people, and the esti- 
mate put upon human life. The man with whom 
Bedros stayed in Yegh was coming to Harpoot 
with a companion, and Bedros sent them to his 
own house here. B. did not see the men again; 
but on his return by way of the Palu villages, he 
heard that they had expressed their amazement at 
such a Christian woman as Mariam (B.’s wife), 
and that they had reported to large companies the 
words of instruction which they had heard from 
her during their brief visit. 

As an illustration of the iniquity of taxgather- 
ers, the man with whom Bedros stayed in Tepe, 
whose whole crop of cotton was six botmans, was 
obliged to buy one botman, and give seven instead 
of six tenths of one botman, which was the just 
claim of government upon him. 

Near Tepe is a region which, I know from my 
own experience, is. very dangerous. Human life 
is as lightly esteemed as in Yegh, while the dis- 
trict is only under partial subjection to the goy- 
ernment. Bedros, however, felt that he was called 
of the Lord to venture there. In one of these vil- 
lages an Armenian professed to be very glad to 
see him, praised him greatly for his self denial, 
and said that he himself was from Khran, which 
is one of the worst districts in the empire. He 
urged Bedros to go with him to his home, saying 
that he would gladly give him a safe escort to his 
place, and keep him and his horse free of charge 
as long as he chose to stay, and then conduct him 
to a place of safety on his return. He said that 
he held such a position among the Koords, that 
he could ensure his safety. Bedros was much 
pleased with this proposition, and promised to 
accompany him. He, however, learned that this 
man was not from Khran at all, but belonged to 

“the village where he then was, and was one of the 
worst men init. His object was, to take Bedros 
to the Koords, and hand him over to them to 
plunder and kill, and so secure their favour. This 
man was in a perfect rage and frenzy when he 
learned that Bedros had discovered the plot. B. 
secured an escort and passed on to Isa Beg, a 


mixed village of Armenians and Koords. In this 
village he went to the priest’s house. The priest 


was not at home, but his son was, and very bitter 
in his opposition. While they were talking, two 
armed Koords came in. They asked the young 
man, in Koordish, who Bedros was. He, not 
knowing that B: understood that language, said, 
“Tt is such a man as you have wanted to find and 
have not been able to.” “ What has he got?” 
said the Koords. “He has a horse, and he has a 
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preach to the young man such things as he thought 
would attract their attention. He finally got some 
one to translate for him, and they were much 
pleased and said, “This is a good man,” and 
finally went off about their business. Another yil- 
lage visited was Devejee. The people here seemed 
to Bedros a rough, wild race of giants. The Ar- 
menians here have no priest. B. went to church, 
and after they had said their prayers asked them 
to sit down, so that he might read and preach to 
them. They only stared at him as though they 
were uncertain who he was, or what to do with 
him. Finally, he thought of Paul’s being “all 
things to all men;” he called out in a loud voice, 
after the manner of the priests, “In the name of 
the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost!” at the 
same time making the sign of the cross. The peo- 
ple were reassured and took their seats. It was 
the Armenian Christmas. So taking a theme ap- 
propriate to the day, he talked to them a full hour 
upon the advent and work of Christ. Men, wo- 
men, and children paid the closest attention, and 
declared afterward that they had never heard 
such preaching. From this place he went to 
Kara Kaya, where there were only three Christian 
houses. In the evening a Koord came and said 
that the Aga of the village, a Turk from Palu, 
was in the village, and wished the Protestant to 
come and see him. Bedros found about thirty 
people present, Turks, Christians, and Koords. 
The Aga was very polite to him, and said, “I wish 
you to read the Gospel to us;” and then, address- 
ing the company, said, ‘“‘ While the Jngil [Gospel] 
is being read, let there be no other talk.” So for 
an hour Bedros read and explained the Sermon 
on the Mount, the men all the time giving expres- 
sions of assent. After this they asked questions, 
and spent a long time in examination of the 
Christian doctrine of the Person of Christ and the 
Trinity. The Turks have very gross conceptions 
of these doctrines; but Bedros succeeded in re- 
moving many of their prejudices, so that when he 
left, after a talk of five or six hours, they said they 
would like to hear him every day. One Koord 
said, “I have received this like my own faith.” 
The Sabbath before the last Bedros spent at the 
village of Kapoo Achmaz, a place noted for its 
want of hospitality and its opposition to the truth. 
He put up at the house of the head man of the 
village. After breakfast, Sunday morning, learn- 
ing that a large number of the villagers were 
gathered at a certain house, he went there. For 
a time there was a good deal of opposition; but 
in his shrewd, gentle, patient way, he disarmed 
the opposition, and remained there until near 
night, when he was almost exhausted with so 
much reading and talking. In the evening there 
was a feast in the house where he stopped, for the 
supposed benefit of the soul of some one who had 
died from the family.- The priest and a large 
number of the villagers were present, and. Bedros 
managed to get an opportunity to read and speak 
to the people. ANE

The following are extracts from the letter of the 
Rey. Mr. Ryding, alluded to in another place. 
After some introductory remarks, expressing grat- 
itude for the donations of the American Bible 
Society, he proceeds : 

I will refer to a little incident which happened 
on my travels in Sweden. I had a conversation 
with a man that was blind in soul and body. He 
walked in the darkness of sin, and knew not 
whither he went, and felt no concern about his 
soul. But God stopped him on his sinful way and 
opened his soul’s eye, and gave him mercy to be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ. He is now well— 
blind in his bodily eye, but sees clearly with the 
eye of his soul. He is happy now, and sings the 
song of praise to his Redeemer. 

In Bornholm our Sabbath school is getting 
along very nicely, and counts over sixty children, 
mostly of the poorer class, and very many of them 
from the seamen’s quarters. They had a Christ- 
mas festival, on which occasion they are presented 
with Bibles and Testaments, which they are taught 
to read for their parents at home. A great many 
cannot read, while others can a very little. It has 
often been the case, that through the reading of the 
children the parents have been brought to think 
of their souls’ salvation. 

Then follows an interesting account of the con- 
version of a young lady; but as that belongs 
rather to missionary than to Bible work, we omit 
it. He afterwards adds: 

Last year, God in mercy enabled me, with the 
help of a few brethren, to distribute 533 Bibles 
and Testaments, with many religious tracts in 
different languages; 582 families and 1,729 ships 
were visited.

BIBLES ADMITTED INTO SPAIN. 
EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM HENRY C. HALL, ESQ. 
SEVILLE, April 27, 1869, 
Dear S81r:—After much difficulty we have suc- 
ceeded in bringing in, regularly, the Bibles grant- 
ed by your Society. This invoice of Bibles is the 
first which has ever passed through a Spanish cus- 
_tomhouse. I need not assure you, that every official 
eyes these boxes of Bibles with bitterest malignity. 
On the other hand, those Spanish brethren who 
for a score of years have been praying and waiting 
are overjoyed. A gentleman of culture, who bas 
passed many years in Spain, entered the warehouse 
on Saturday and said to me, “Sir, my heart is 
full; nowhere in Spain have I ever witnessed so 
beautiful a sight as this.” Spaniards who have 
own gray in unremitting service for Jesus, in 
pain, take up copies of the Bible, and reveren- 
tially raise them to their lips before turning the 
pages. z 
Iam despatching packages to all parts of the 
country, although I could use every copy in this 
city alone. I learn that the Trinitarian Societ 
are at work on plates for a Spanish reference Bi- 
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ble, which will ere long be forwarded to Madrid. 
Our own version—print, and style of binding—is, 
however, preferred. Many thousand hearts are 
being made glad by your donation to Spain. 
Many thousand prayers and blessings on your So- 
ciety are going and will go up from the lips of 
these suffering ones, who through many years have 
hungered and thirsted for the blessed Gospel of 
Jesus, 

I cannot, to-day, advise you to ship more; not 
because they are not needed, but because I judge 
it advisable to wait a little for the action of the 
Cortes on the subject of duty to be paid on books. 

Spain is passing through. deep waters. In my 
opinion it is still a problem, whether she succeeds 
in reaching a firm abiding place, or drifts a prey 
to wind and storm. In all that constitutes repub- 
licanism she is making rapid progress, but is still 
at infinite distance from a capacity for self gov- 
ernment. The Bible and common schools are 
powers she must adopt.

CHINA. 
LETTER FROM REY. H. BLODGET. 
PEKING, March 10, 1869. 


My Drar Sir:—I was very glad to learn by 
your last letter, that an additional appropriation 
had been made to this Mission, for the work of 
the American Bible Society in North China, and 
that permission had been granted to expend a 
portion of the entire sum in the work of the dis- 
tribution of the Sacred Scriptures in the surround- 
ing country. The sum expended in this manner 
will not, I apprehend, exceed the wishes of the 
Managers of the Society. 

During the month of September of last year, 
I made a journey of several weeks in the region 
south of Peking, and distributed copies of the Gos- 
pels and Acts, with other portions of the Scrip- 
tures. Recently a native agent connected with 
this Mission has gone over the same ground, to 
strive to deepen any impressions which had been 
made, Ata small town, called Ping-tsing-k’iau, 
he found the innkeeper, a man advanced in years, 
diligently reading one of the Gospels in his leisure 
hours. For the explanation of difficult passages, 
he was in the habit of applying to a young man 
engaged in business in a store directly opposite his” 
inn, This young man is much given to reading the 
Scriptures; at night his store is closed, and a little 
company meet together to read and converse about 
the doctrines of Christ. Among those who meet 
is a literary man, of the Master’s rank, from a 
neighbouring village. The native helper went to 
seck him out, but was prevented from accomplish- 
ing his purpose by the friends of the man, who 
had become alarmed at his interest in Christian 
doctrine, and would not allow him to have an 
interview with a representative of this “strange 
sect.” At another town, where we had passed a 
Sabbath, he found several persons habitually 
ing the Gospels. Many of the people 2 
ers, and work in companies of ten or fi 
sons, carrying their work late into the nig 
one of these companies they som 
one of their number to read alc 
work and listen to what is read. 
where a member of the chure 
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company of eight persons meeting regularly on the 
Sabbath to read and pray. The reader in this 
case is a woman, the widow of a literary man, and 
has a degree of interest in what is taught, so that 
she is willing to explain the words of the text to 
others. Among those who meet is a woman very 
zealous for the service of Christ, so far as she has 
been instructed in it, who has encountered much 
opposition from her husband, and on one occasion 
received blows from him for her adherence to her 
faith. There is reason to hope that a church may 
be gathered in this place. Two of the persons 
who met voluntarily contributed copper cash, to 
the amount of 80 cents, for the use of the native 
agent. In another place he found a lad, engaged 
in menial service upon the road, who had become 
interested in Christian books, and persuaded him 
to go to his home, where, after some conversation, 
he gave him out of his poverty a quantity of 
dried fruit, for his refreshment by the way, in to- 
ken of his gratitude. Other instances were found 
of persons reading Christian books, and one, that 
of a poor collier, who not only reads, but is zeal- 
ous to instruct others. 

Without doubt, many copies of the Bible or 
portions of Scripture, which have been distrib- 
uted in China, have been wasted. The people, 
not knowing their value and not interested in 
their contents, have regarded them only as waste 
paper. On this account, some have argued against 
any general distribution of the Scriptures, where 
missionaries were not present to explain their con- 
tents. To me their arguments seem unsound. 
The Saviour taught the multitudes. His words 
are capable of beixg printed in a very simple style 
and presented to the people. If the common peo- 
ple could then understand what he taught, receiy- 
ing it by the hearing of the ear, cannot the same 
classes understand it now, as the eye reads? If 
explanations are wanted, they can always be had 
by going or sending to some missionary station. 
The people always know that the book is put 
into their hands for their good. Thus much of 
Christian love, of personal character, in each case, 
attends the printed page which they receive. An- 
other way of looking at this matter is this: each 
missionary is sustained in a foreign land at no 
small expense; suppose him to preach daily; if 
one in ten thousand of his hearers believes and 
becomes a Christian, the church will grow rap- 
idly, and he be a very successful labourer. Sup- 
pose the same amount of money and effort to be 
expended in printing and distributing the Bible. 
Are not the results proportionally important in 
their way? Some Bibles are not used; some may 
be misused; and a few, we hope, result in great 
good. Isee no good in idleness or unbelief. As 
in Texas and in Spain we strive to send abroad 
the good word, so must we do in China. The 
English and Scotch are busy in this line of things. 
Christians in the United States must not be behind. 

The translation of the New Testament has gone 
forward to Hebrews. This book will be finished 
in a few days. The remainder of the books are 
nearly ready. The matter of terms is in stat quo. 


From Romans onward great care has been used. 


Nothing better can be expected from the persons 
ployed. The plan is, to proceed immediately 
e revision of the Gospels and Acts. ei

GENTLEMEN :—The donation of Bibles and Test- 
aments made by the American Bible Society to 
the Baptist Mission in Hayti has been received, 
viz., one box containing 160 Bibles and 100 New 
Testaments in French. This donation has given 
us an immense pleasure; for we were in great 
need. For two years past we haye been much 
embarrassed for copies of the Scriptures to supply 
inquirers, having only such as we could get from 
captains of vessels, some of whom are supplied on 
leaving New York or Boston with a few copies. 
I beg you to receive the expression of our thanks 
for this, as for past favours, You may think this 
a sterile field (as in some respects it is) because 
you receive no reports of sales. This may be un- 
derstood by the fact that, so far, the work is slow, 
the progress being limited chiefly to the poorer 
class; also by the state of the finances: Some 
sales of Bibles and Testaments are made, but in 
the depreciated currency of the country; amount- 
ing to so very little in real money, that it seems 
too trifling to make any formal account of. We 
prefer nevertheless to sell when we can, at how- 
ever small a price; for whatever is paid for is 
more sure to be appreciated. till, practically, it 
is necessary to give away in most cases, rather 
than sell; but we have learned to give with dis- 
crimination; we seldom give except to those who 
give some evidence of being desirous to read; we 
give especially to those who seem seriously to in- 
quire after truth. Good has been accomplished, 
and I conclude that is the leading object of the 
Society. I shall with pleasure report to you any 
salient cases of good resulting from their distri- 
bution. i

THE VALLEY OF ENGADINA. 


A LETTER FROM REV. MR. CLARK. 
Mian, May 14, 1869. 


My Dear Sir :—In reply to a note sent to Rey. 
Mr. Menni, one of the evangelical pastors of the 
Engadina Valley, in regard to the amount appro- 
priated by the American Bible Society some time 
since, I received the following answer: 

“ My Dear Brother—In reply to your kind let- 
ter, I hasten to say, that we received in May, 1865, 
from the American Bible Society, the sum of 1,269 
francs, the amount realized on an order of 1,278 f. 
60c.; the object of which was to reduce the price 
of the New Testament in the dialect of the Upper 
Engadina, in the edition that had a short time 
before been printed at Coire at a great expense. 
By this assistance, we have been enabled to sell 
the New Testament with a simple binding for 1f. 
a copy, and to introduce it into all the poorer 
families of the valley. At present we have only 


about one hundred copies left, and these will soon 


be all exhausted. The Upper and Lower Enga- 


dina are all Protestant, with the exception of the — 


two communes of Tarasp and Samnaar, on the 
borders of the Tyrol. The people are generally 
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moral and religious. The greater part of the male 
population emigrate to all parts of the world to 
seek their fortune, and, as they become advanced 
in life, return to their valleys to enjoy the fruits 
of their life-labour in foreign lands and countries, 
“The ministers give religious instruction in all 
their schools.

The circulation of the Scriptures in North Italy 
is still encouraging, commencing with Lake Mag- 
giore on the west, where we have a colporteur, to 
Trieste on the east.

THE BIBLE IN TURKEY. 
LETTER TO MR. BLISS FROM REV. MR, TROWBRIDGE. 
MARASH, January 5, 1869. 

Dar Bro. Buiss:—You ask me for my impres- 
sions in regard to Bible work in this region. You 
know I haye been here only a few months, and 
therefore have not had time to see very much of 
the field; but I have seen enough to convince me 
that the word of God is working like leaven, with 
unseen, but mighty power, here in this city, and 
in the villages among the Taurus Mountains, to 
the north and west. We reached here on the 1st 
of October; since then I have been to that noto- 
rious home of rebels against Turkish authority— 
Zeitoon. You remember that Brother Montgom- 
ery and Pastor Avedis were nearly killed there in 
1866. Lremained there from one Thursday after- 
noon until the next Monday morning without mol- 
estation. It is impossible in a short letter to give 
you details of all I saw and heard. You can 
imagine the pleasure with which I preached the 
word to the little company, of fifteen or twenty 
Protestants, who have had the grace and courage 
to come out boldly on the side of Bible truth. 
There are some very promising young men there, 
two or three of whom greatly desire to prepare 
themselves to enter our theological school. What 
especially delighted me was their familiar ac- 
quaintance with the Scriptures. They did not 
seem to know anything about any other books; 
but in ordinary conversation they would say, “ As 
Christ says’—“ As Paul says”—“ As it is written 
in such a place,” giving the very words of the 
sacred text. One of them had recently given his 
wife a hard beating. On my remonstrating with 
him, he replied, “ Does not the apostle say, ‘ Wives, 
be obedient to your own husbands?’ Mine would 
not obey me, and I had to whip her; the Lord 
knows that I did it not for my own pleasure, but 
for his glory.” I told him he had better glorify 
God in some other way. They are babes in Christ, 
but they truly desire the sincere milk of the word. 
Tn all their discussions with the Armenians, they 
bring them at once to the test of God’s word. 
The Protestants can now freely and safely discuss 
religious questions in the markets and streets, and 
they ayail themselves of the opportunity, you may 
be sure. I love to think of these appeals to the 
“law and to the testimony” that are daily made 
in that wild mountain town. As the Armenians 


fully acknowledge the authority of God’s word, 
they are often put ina tight place. A very illiterate 
man, who can barely read, is a terrible opponent 
when armed with “the sword of the Spirit.” 
Since coming back from Zeitoon, I have made 
another tour sixty miles to the west, among the 
Taurus mountains. I visited four Armenian vil- 
lages, and in every one found copies of the new 
Testament and enlightened men. These villages, 
for various reasons, have not been visited by the 
missionaries, but haye had occasional visits from 
student colporteurs, At one village I preached 
for two hours to about seventy villagers, who sat 
round me on the flat roof of a house; in that house 
were two copies of the New Testament. In an- 
other village I preached, by request of the people 
and priest, in the Armenian Church. The people 
all sat down on the floor when I began, and paid 
the most strict attention while I told the story of 
Christ’s sufferings and death. In that church there 
was avery old manuscript Bible in the ancient 
Armenian language. I thought of you as I turned 
over its worm-eaten leayes; the words, “Thou 
shalt not covet,” and ‘‘Thou shalt not steal,” 
came into my mind, and I shut it up and laid it 
back in its little niche. Really, it is not worth 
one cent to the people, for they don’t understand 
a word of it, and don’t use it at all. On the money 
plate of the church were several old coins; one 
had the noble head and the name of Cesar Augus- 
tus plainly stamped uponit. This the priest gave 
to me. Of course it took me at once back to 
“those days” when “there went out a decree from 
Cesar Augustus, that all’ the world should be 
taxed.” How near does such a little thing as that 
bring us to the days when Christ was born! yet 
what tremendous upheavings there have been in 
the world in consequence of the words he spake! 
And the work of upheaving is still going on—in 
fact, has only fairly begun. 

I rejoice that we are to have but one version of 
the Turkish Scriptures for all nationalities; so far 
as I can learn, public sentiment in this region is 
all in favour of this plan. I hope the Committee 
of the Bible Society will sustain you in your en- 
larged plans for the extension of Bible work in 
this country, The doors are open; the field is 
ready ; now is the time to cast in the seed. 

This letter is short and imperfect, but it is all I 
can give you at this time.

My Dear Sm :—I arrived in England on Mon- 
day last, a few hours before the Archbishop of 
Canterbury preached the dedication sermon for 
the new Bible House of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, at St. Paul’s, on Eph. vi. 17: “The 
sword of the Spirit, which is the word of God.” 
The sermon is spoken of very highly. I had the 
pleasure of meeting the archbishop, together with 
the officers and a large number of the promi 
patrons and agents of the Bible Society 
lic dinner given in its behalf by t ‘ 
London at his mansion, e

were delivered after d 
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toast to the American Bible Society. I gave them 
a brief account of our Bible House and the doings 
of our Society, and assured them of the kind 
and friendly feeling entertained by the American 
friends of the Bible towards their brethren in 
England, representing that our common Protest- 
ant Christianity is the strongest bond of union 
between the two countries; stronger than the 
most satisfactory settlement of the Alabama ques- 
tion, or any other passing political difficulty; 
stronger even than our common language and lit- 
erature. These sgntiments were well received and 
heartily responded to. 

On ‘tuesday afternoon, May 4th, devotional sery- 
ices were held at the new Bible House, Blackfriars, 
at which the Earl of Shaftesbury presided, and the 
Rey. T. Binney, C. Kemble, Dr. Cumming, and 
others, made suitable addresses. 

The new Bible House, I may remark in this con- 
nexion, is not near as large, nor as imposing and 
costly, as our own Bible House; but it is a very 
solid, elegant, and conyenient structure, not far 
from the site of the former, in the Italian style of 
architecture; it covers a quadrangle, haying a 
frontage of 115 feet, and a depth of seventy feet, 
with a height of five stories. The central hall is 
carried to the top of the building, and is lighted by 
glass panels in the roof. The floors are of marble. 
The structure was a vear and a half in building, 
and cost, including the ground, £36,500 sterling, 
the whole of which sum, with the exception of 
£500, has been subscribed before the dedication. 
The British Bible Society has all its printing and 
binding done by contract, and hence does not need 
so large a building as the American Bible Society. 

On Wednesday, the 5th of May, the anniversary 
was held in Exeter Hall, which was crowded to 
overflowing, the ladies bringing their knitting 
apparatus and luncheon with them. The interest 
of the public in these anniversaries seems to be as 
great here as ever, and contrasts’ favourably with 
the indifference of the New York community in 
the anniversaries of our benevolent societies. 

As Isend you by to-day’s mail printed reports 
of the proceedings and speeches, I shall content 
myself here with a mere skeleton of the anniversary 
exercises. The Earl of Shaftesbury presided. The 
Rey. S. B. Bergne, the senior secretary, read the 
report, which was full of interesting information, 
and gave the results of a year of great prosperity. 
The receipts of the society for the year ending 
March 31, 1869, reached the sum of £176,489 
5s. 1d., or not far from $900,000. The issues from 
the society’s depots, at home and abroad, were 
2,140,620 copies of Scriptures. The total issues 
of the society amount to 57,210,485 copies, which 
is more than twice as many as the issues of the 
American Bible Society.

prospective importance of the joint work of the 
British and American Bible Societies, in giving 
the pure word of God, and through it the saving 
knowledge of our common Lord and Master, who 
is the central Light and Lite of the Bible, to the 
nations of the earth. I concluded with an allu- 
sion to Lord Macaulay's famous prophecy of the 
New Zealander, who at some distant day, stand- 
ing on a broken shaft of London bridge, would 
sketch the ruins of St. Paul’s; and said that such 
a New Zealander could only be a descendant 
of ancestors raised by British Christianity from 
barbarism and heathenism to civilization, speak- 
ing the language of Shakspeare and Milton, and 
professing the religion of the Anglo-Saxon race; 
but that such a prophecy was more eloquent than 
true, and that I hoped and prayed that the English 
and American Bible Societies would last to the 
end of time, and work shoulder to shoulder in 
sending the religion of the Bible to the ends of 
the earth, until Christ shall be all in all. 

Your delegate was very kindly received, and 
treated with every mark of courtesy, in public and 
private. Iam happy to be able to report that my 
mission has been crowned with success, and that 
I have been able to discharge every duty except 
attending at the exercises of the first day, which 
took place a few hours after my arrival from an 
exhausting voyage across the ocean. It was well 
that I sailed as early as I did. Neither Dr. Ver- 
milye nor Mr. Dickinson has yet arrived, and I 
was the only American who represented your no- 
ble Society on this more than usually interesting 
anniversary.

BRITISH AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

We have received the following letter in regard 
to the visit of the delegate of this Society to our 
friends in England, which we think will be grati- 
fying to our readers, and to all who desire the 
prosperity and reciprocal action of the two great 
Bible Societies : 

‘ Lonpon, May 21, 1869. 

My Dear Sir:—It is quite time that I wrote to 
you, in order to convey the thanks of our commit- 
tee to your Board of Managers, for the pleasure 
and gratification we have derived from the pres- 
ence of their representative, the Rev. Dr. Schaff, at 
our recent meetings. It was a kind and friendly 
act to send your greetings and congratulations 
on an occasion which was marked by peculiar in- 
terest; and we feel that we owe you a debt of 
gratitude for this fresh proof of friendly sympathy 
towards this society. We were sorry not to see 
the gentlemen whom you originally designated as 
your representatives; but you sent an admirable 
substitute in Dr. Schaff, who was abundantly equal 
to the duty you had imposed upon him, and by 
his advocacy rendered good service to both Soci- 
eties. I hope he has found his visit as pleasant to. 
himself as it was to us, who formed his acquaint- 
ance for the first time. He has probably forward- 
ed to you some account of our proceedings, and I 
will not weary you by any repetition. I may just 
observe, that all our arrangements were eminently 
successful, and that the formal inauguration of our 
new Bible House proved a most auspicious and 
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refreshing season, We do not pretend that our 
modest structure will compare with your magnifi- 
cent pile of building at New York ;* still, it is a 
vast improvement on the society’s former “ house,” 
and will furnish all the facilities required for car- 
rying on our operations. I regretted that Dr, 
Schaff did not hear the archbishop’s sermon at 
St. Paul’s, and was also mnable to be present at 
our devotional meeting the following day; but 
there were practical difficulties in his way not to 
be overcome. 

We were very desirous of completing our fund 
for the building expenses in connexion with our an- 
niversary, and we have so far succeeded that about 
£550 more will carry us through all our liabilities, 
It was our purpose not to intrench upon our ordi- 
nary resources; and it is matter of thankfulness 
that our appeal has elicited a liberal response, 
althongh commercial pressure is severely felt in 
many circles. The society receives as a gift from 
its friends a noble structure, without the inconve- 
nient entail of debt. 

I trust Dr. Schaff has been gratified with his 
reception amongst us, and that he will bear back 
to America some favourable impressions of Eng- 
land, and the hearty good will which prevails in 
this country towards our brethren on the other 
side of the Atlantic. 

I received a note from Mr. Dickinson at the lat- 
ter end of April, in which he stated that he should 
not be with us at our annual meeting, as business 
detained him in Ireland. Dr. Vermilye has not 
appeared. There are some letters here awaiting 
his arrival, and I suppose we may anticipate the 
pleasure of an early call. With much Christian

THE MASSACHUSETTS BIBLE SOUIETY. 

We take the following from the Congregational- 
ast, of May 27: 

The Massachusetts Bible Society held its six- 
tieth anniversary at Mount Vernon Church, on 
Monday afternoon, Hon. Samuel H. Walley being 
in the chair, and was one of decided interest, 
though the audience was not large. The annual 
report, by Rey. Daniel Butler, the secretary, 
showed that 45,027 copies of the Scriptures had 
been circulated, and $44,735 71 contributed to 
the Cause, in this State, during the last year. 
During the same time more than a million copies 
had been distributed by the American Bible So- 
ciety, in fifty-two different languages and dialects.

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Tauchnitz, the enterprising and eminent pub- 
lisher of Leipsic, and also to Constantine Tischen- 
dorf, the distinguished and accomplished pro- 
fessor, whose excellent preface and careful notes 
have added so much interest to the publication. 

Rey. James B. Dunn (Presbyterian) then ad- 
dressed the meeting in a strain of warm eulogy of 
the Sacred Scriptures, as being wonderfully at- 
tractive in style, matter, and manner, sublime and 
simple at once, embracing an astonishing variety, 
and altogether a marvel of literature. 

Rey. George 8. Hare, D.D. (Methodist), gave 
the next address. in which, with great beauty of 
language and power of thought, he characterized 
the Bible as God’s book, and not man’s, a transcript 
of the genius and the intellect of the Almighty. 
It will accomplish just what such a book, with 
such an authorship, might be expected to accom- 
plish. It will reach and influence more minds 
than all ministers or missionaries can do, and will 
by its own inherent power touch the heart, trans- 
form the character, and bind the soul of man to 
God, 

Samuel Eliot, Esq. (Episcopal), made the clos- 
ing address, which was replete with tasteful sen- 
timent, originality, and Christian catholicity. He 
stated that the helps and the hinderances to 
the work of Bible distribution might all be ex- 
pressed in the words, “human nature.” With 
body, intellect, and spirit, man rejects the Scrip- 
tures, and there would be irreconcilable opposi- 
tion to them did not Christ in our nature plead 
for them, and induce us to accept them. On the 
other hand, the two strongest desires of our na- 
ture, that for progress and that for unity, both 
find full satisfaction in the Bible. Our English 
Bible is better than all versions and translations, 
and is to-day the Bible of Bibles, born in blood 
and tears, and hallowed by martyrdoms and the 
stake. With such a history it can venture to 
look forward. Jt stands not still for a moment. 
An orb full of light, its twinkling vibrations 
glance along the waves into futurity, and, like the 
path of the just, it shineth more and more unto 
the perfect day.

THE NATION AND THE BIBLE. 

We print a striking and truthful passage on this 
subject, from the last report of the Bible Society 
of Charleston, 8. C. Such principles are needed 
in a time like this. 

Never has the Bible Society of Charleston ap- 
pealed to the liberality of the community in vain. 
And it now confidently presents its claims as pri- 
marily affecting the temporal prosperity of the 
city more nearly even than the reviving of com- 
merce. National greatness is not only based upon 
but is commensurate with the promulgation of the 
word of God. Compare the prosperity of Bible- 
loving England with the national impotence of 
Bible-hating Italy or Spain. When DeTocqueville 
saw a Bible in the hands of every scholar in one of 
our Sabbath schools, he exclaimed, “Is this com- 
mon? What a mighty influence it must have 
upon a nation!” The history of all Protestant 
lands establishes the fact that their retrograde 
periods have always been those when the Bible 
was least esteemed by menin power. Liberal, en- 
lightened, and safe State policy, as well as the 
unerring regulation of individual conduct, results 
from conformity to God’s law, which alone is 
truth. For “the testimony of the Lord is sure, 
making wise the simple. The commandment of 
the Lord is pure, enlightening the eyes.” Even 
frigid policy, therefore, would dictate greater zeal 
for the circulation of the Bible, than primarily for 
the increase of trade, in order to prosperity. The 
welfare of a community mainly depends upon the 
character of its citizens. Hospitality, refinement, 
literary taste, indeed enter largely as elements; and 
here Coleridge recognised a universal truth when 


‘he affirmed that intense study of the Bible will 


keep any writer from being vulgar; but it is true 
Piety, it is.““righteousness” which “exalteth a na- 
tion.” And is not this the grand aim of the Bible 
—and the Bible alone ?

A few years ago, a meeting was held at Liver- 
pool for the establishment of a society to supply 
sailors with Bibles. An active agent of the socie- 
ty having moved the first resolution, said, that as 


he saw so many sailors around him, he should not _ 


ask any one to second his motion, but leave it to 


some of the sailors. There was a deathlike silence 


for some moments; but a poor, old, blind sailor, at 
the far end of the place, rose, and in a harsh yoice, 
said, “ Sir, there is not an individual present who 
has greater reason to second this resolution than 
the person who now addresses you. Before I had 
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arrived at twenty years of age, I led the van in ey- 
ery species of vice and immorality. Our ship was 
ordered to the coast of Guinea; a violent storm 
came on, the vivid lightning flashed around; at 
last it struck my eyes. From that time to the 
present I have not beheld the light of day; but, 
sir, though I was deprived of sight, I was not de- 
prived of sin. I was very fond of having books 
read to me, but, alas, only bad books. At length 
a Scotchman came to my house, and said, ‘I know 
you are fond of hearing books read, will you hear 
me read?’ I said I had no objection; he read the 
book to me. I felt interested; and at the end of 
his reading, I said, ‘Tell me what book you have 
read? ‘Never mind,’ said he, ‘I will come again, 
and read more;’ and he came again, and qgain, 
and again.
